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RADIO BOARD HAS MORE WORK. 


Under existing' law the federal radio commission will tease 
to have authority over broadcasting March 15. 
Thereafter 
control will be in the hands of the secretary of commerce, 
and the commission will have jurisdiction only in cases of 
appeal. 
The law was a compromise between those who would give 
complete control to the departm ent of commerce and those 
who would give it to a commission. 
I? was contemplated 
that within a y ear the commission could bring the industry 
out of chaos. 
The y ear has not been long enough for . uch achievement. 
The board has made considerable progress, but it has adopt­ 
ed a policy of ex perimentation in order to give full and fair 
trial under fixed circumstances. 
Ex perimental periods have 
been from one to two months. 
This has been a wise policy . 
‘Arbitrary elimination of broadcasting stations without fair 
trial of operation under prescribed conditions would 
not 
have been accepted generally as fair to all concerned. 
In 
•mch circumstances it would have been possible for dissatis­ 
fied agencies to stir up considerable opposition and public 
support of their position. 
It can not now be contended that the commission has not 
given a fair trial to numerous efforts to retain the greatest 
possible number of stations, but the ex periment has taken 
lime that summary action would not have req uired. 
With March 15 approaching, the commission's work 
still 
is undone. That, is, 
th e board has not y et reached final eon 
elusions. It has not so arranged wave lengths and schedules 
th at it is ready to turn the situation over to the department 
of commerce xvilh th e assertion that such is the best it can 
do. 
Another hindrance to the board is the test of the law 
in 
tlit* courts. 
If is not sure of its authority until the supreme 
court has upheld the law and the acts under it. 
When a de­ 
cision has been rendered, if il upholds authority of the board 
as conferred by congress, further and more radical action 
may be ex pected. 111 fact it has been intimated that about 
three hundred broadcasting stations may be eliminated. 
W hen these acts have been performed under authority of 
the court, then the time will be suitable for transfer of jur­ 
isdiction to th e department of commerce. 
If the work of 
the eommission is interrupted in advance of that, 
th e task 
m ight as well have been lodged with the department in th** 
first instance. 
Congress will be in session continuously before and for 
months after March 15. T here will be ample opportunity to 
ex tend the lime for operations by the commission, and we 
believe the public will approve such ex tension.
